NATION SPLIT UP 

“One of the conditions that mili- 
tate against the stabilization of 
Chinese government is the hetero- 
geneous character of the country’s 
population. The on is cut up 
into a multiplicity of groups, each 
out of aympathy with every other. 
There is no such thing as national 
patriotism in China. In addition, 
nepotism and itical graft have 
been develo to such a stage 
that to form a government base! 
on sound principles would involve 
a complete chan of public 
thought. The people now take it 
for. granted that their officials are 
going to feather their own nests 
as well as the nests of al] their 
relatives and social connections.” 

Mr. Lowder comes of a ‘“Sritish 
family that has lived in China for 
162 years. He furnished some tna- 
teresting glimpses of the often- 
discussed oriental mind. 

“To learn how a Chinaman 
thinks on any subject you must 
first formulate a view of your 
own,” he said. “Then determine 
what the diametrically opposed 
view would be, Invariably you wilt! 
find the Chinese opinion some- 
where between the two extremes, 
usually leaning away from your 
own as far as possible. 

INDIRECT METHODS 

“The Chinese attain their aims 
by ind . One of the things 
about the Occidental they can't 
fathom is his direct methods. Their 
answer to question is never 
what they believe to be the an- 
swer but what they think the 
questioger believes it should be.” 

Mr. er has traveled in ev- 
ery part of China and spoke of 
“the country’s enormous natural re- 
sources. “They are sufficient, if 
developed, to enable China to pay 
‘wp every debt she owes and place 
her on a sound financial and eco- 
nomic basis,”"“ he declared. “But 
the Chinese don’t develop these 
resources because they believe ev- 
ery time they mine an ounce of 
gold, for instance, which goes out 
eof the country in payment for 
goods, China has sustained a lo«s 
in wealth, They figure that the 
only way to stay rich is not to use 
your wealth.”

HANSON CONDUCTS 
“NORDIC” SYMPHONY 


American Composers Pleasc 
Bowl Audience With Widely 
Divergent Types of Offerings

Two American composers were 
placed on review at the Bowl con- 
cert Friday night. The first was 
Dr. Howard Hanson, conducting 
his “Nordic” symphony, and the 
other was John Alden Carpenter 
in “Adventures in a Perambula- 
tor,” as conducted by Walter 
Henry Rothwell. The contrast was 
highly interesting but perhaps it 
would not be fair to draw con- 
clusions as to the relative merits 
of either as the works were so en- 
tirely different in form. 
The Hanson symphony is a fine 
work which rises to noble heights 
in the second and third move- 
ments. The first movement is so 
far incomprehensible to me, even 
after its third hearing. It is all 
restiess, surging, music full of a 
tremendous urge. To my mind 
the first movement could either be 
rewritten or left out entirely with- 
out detracting from the beauty of 
the whole. @ second movement 
ils rich in thematic material and 
well supported, It could stand by 
itself on an orchestral program. 
The wind choir is especially fine 
here. Dr. nson handies his 
lower instruments and the winds 
more skillfully than the violins. 
It ie natural this 
mphony “Light 

ernal,” which was played at the 
Bow! a few weeks ago. The works 
are not in any way similar in 
melodic theme but occasionally the 
harmonic treatment is the same. If 
one may ventuse an opinion upon 
so short acquaintance, I should 
say the symphony is the stronger 
work and will live the longest, al- 
though it is the older composi- 
tion of the two. In both, Dr. Han- 
son has demonstrated his sincerity 
and independence and shown the 
highest musical alms. The future 
works of this gifted man should 
hold much. 
Mr. Rothwell conducted Weber's 
“Oberon” overture, a symphonic 
poem of Rabaud'’s, “The Proces- 
sion at Night,.”’ Carpenter's “Ad- 
ventures in a Perambulator,” and 
“Les Preludes” of Ldésst, as a 
finale. The “Overon’ was splen- 
didly done. It was a polished per- 
formance of an old mumber and 
left nothing to be desired in its 
reading. e “Procession at 
Night,” was an atmospheric tone- 
painting of a French cethedral in 
the shadows of dusk. The carry- 
ing quality of Mr. Rothwell’s 
lanissimos created a rarely beau- 
tiful effect out-of-doors. It is not 
an especially grateful number in 
the open air, however, because the 
violing recede too much and the 
‘cellos are over-important.

INDIANS DECREE 


Cherokees Seek Redress from 
Government 


Write Washington Note at 
Traditional Dance 


Want Interests, Damages and 
Land Tracts 


[EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH) 

GORE (Okla.) Aug. 15. — Up 
here in the Cherokee Hills where 
the fate Chief Red Bird Smith 
dreamed of a Utopia for the Night- 
fhawks Keetowah, his branch ‘of 
the. powerful Cherokee tribe, the 
Indian nation has laid its plans 
to seek redress from the govern- 
ment for a long list of grievances 
some of which date from 1828. 

An annua] ceremonial is held 
by the Nighthawks and the Night- 
hawks Keetooweh at the stomping 
ground eight miles from Gore, on 
Red Bird Smith's birthday. 

The olf men discuss tribal af- 
fairs in the council lodge, the 
youths and the women stage the 
famous all-night dance and all do 
sincere honor to the memory of 
their departed chieftain. There 
were more than 1500 at this year’s 
anniversary dance. 

the Cherokees claim— 
there are 45,000 of them in Okla- 
homa~—is variously estimated at 
from $20,000,000 $40,000,000. 
These claims are entirely a 
from the contemplated lawsuit by 
about 1500 of the tribe to recover 
from the State of Texas the value 
of lands from which their for- 
bears were driven by the army 
of the Texas republic. 

As dusk yielded to darkness the 
night of Red Bird Smith's birth- 
day, the Cherokees were still ar- 
riving at Illinois Fire, the council

They repaired to the council 
ledge and there begin a solemn 
session conducted with the great- 
est decorum and entirely, almost, 
in the Cherokee language. At the 
close of the day's deliberations, ' 
resolutions were written on the 
paleface typewriter. 
Through the document thus pre- 
pared, the Cherokees will] present 
to the court of claims at Wash- 
ington, their plea for the damages 
they declare they have suffered 
ever since the day of the “Trail 
of Tears” in 1832 when the Chero- 
kees left their beautiful Georgia 
hills to come across the Mississippi 
swamps to the happy hunting 
grounds which were to be theirs 
“as long as the grass grows and 
the water flows from the hills.” 
In the first part of the suit 
which Congress has authorized the 
Indians to file against the govern- 
ment, the Cherokees will ask for 
$4,000,000 interest on the “Immi- 
gration Fund” which Uncle Sam 
was to pay the tribe in addition 
to settling. them on their new ter- 
ritory. 

A second claim is for €000 tracts, 
eighty acres each, which. the gov- 
ernment took from the Cherokees 
and allotted to their negro slaves 
after the Civil] War.

would end in the possession of a botanic 
garden. 


Such people do not realize either the size 
or difficulties of such a giganti¢ task. That 
i may not be misunderstood [ Wiifstate that 
if all who have written would combine and 
- bend themselves to a solution of the prob- 

lem a botanic garden would be no nearer a 
possibility one year hence than it is today. 
A properly functioning botanic garden, 
which the United States has not, nor will 
have for many years to come, if ever. in- 
deed, is a stupendous thing to build, re- 
quiring years of time and labor and some 
millions of dollars. 


The policy of the present administration 
at Washiagton is one of retrenchment. The 
government has not a dollar with which to 
buy a tract of land or even start work on 
one if the land were presented without price. 
The plant departments have not money 
enough to carry on the work in hand, nor 
have they ever had enough, and even now 
activities at some government stations have 
been curtailed through lack of sufficient 
appropriation in the present year’s bedget. 
If those interested should subscribe to a 
great fund and purchase an immense tract 
it would require an act of Congress to ac 


grant of funds to get the garden started and 
it is doubtful if government funds sufficient 
would be available. Private funds in addi- 
tion would probably be necessary in large 
amount. The government would furnish the 
men and the plants and we can at present 
be assured of nothing more. If in the future 
years official indifference should restrict the 
upkeep funds, all work would stop and the 
garden would lapse into the wild. 


The only clear way | can visualize a great 
botanic garden is to have someone like a 
Carnegie or a Rockefeller purchase a tract 
and endow the garden with a fund of ten 
million dollars, so that the work could be 
properly started and perpetuated without 
leaning on such an unstable quantity as gov- 
ernment support. Other governments have 
botanic gardens that are famous the world 
over but it is doubtful if the United States 
will ever have one owned or controlled by 
the federal government. The latter will lend 
ald in many ways and furnish material to 
the value (ultimately) of millions of dollars, 
but we need a financial Moses to lead us 
out of the wilderness and literally give us 
the promised land and the fullness thereof. 


The Tulip Tree 

Among tne deciduous trees available for 
street planting in Southern California none 
are more beautiful than the tulip tree (Liri- 
dendron tulipifera). Any one in Los Angeles 
or vicinity who doubts this statement should 
look at the grand pair situated at the en- 
trance to the old H. N. Rust place, on Mon- 
terey Road, Pasadena, or the two in South 
Park, Los Angeles. In every state in the 
Union and every country in the world where 
the climate will allow of its healthful growth, 
it is a universal favorite. It is found in the 
@astern part of our country from Canada 
down to Louisiana and in some parts grows 
to an immense size. Trees are not uncom- 
mon 60 to 100 feet high and from 8 to 10 
feet in diameter near the ground. Where a 
deciduous tree is desired, either on the street 
or in the garden, the tulip tree is certainly 
entitled to consideration. No deciduous 
trees about Les Angeles present a more 
handsome appearance than the two above 
noted, and when in the fullmess and fresh- 
ness of their spring foliage they will repay 
a visit by the tree lover. 


Snapdragon Rust 

Snapdragon rust is a most puzzling fungus 
for which there is no sure cure. Dews and 
dampness aggravate the trouble, therefore, 
never water snapdragons on the plants; 
merely flood the soil. As a prevention, be- 
gin dusting the plants with sulphur while 
they are young and dust every week or ten 
days. If the sulphur is present the rust will 
wot come. If the sulphur is not there the 
rust generally is. Do not use sulphur after 
the first buds begin to open or the flowers 
will be burnt.

We do not have to look back more than 
a few years to realize the need of soil sur- 
veys in advance of settlement. Today we 
may see evidences of the positive value 
such soil surveys have for those who know 
how to interpret them. Early settlers in 
Imperial Valley chose to homestead the 
heavy land in the valley center and neg- 
lected the fine sandy soils all around. Hum- 
mocky lands were avoided because they 
called for too much outlay for leveling, 
preference being given to flat lands and 
heavy soils—until the alkali menace ap- 
peared. In our coastal valleys some of the 
richest foothill soile were neglected on ac- 
count of their reddish color and porous 
texture; the black adobe of the valley floors 
looked more like the rich corn-belt lands.

Shafter Ranch Put to 
Varied Uses 


BAKERSFIELD.—A three-acre orchard of 
3-year-old trees on the N. B. Vandam ranch 
four miles southwest of Shafter illustrates 
what may be done with fruit on heavy soil. 
The orchard was attended constantly 
the first year, but after that the trees 
seemed to be able to take care of them- 
selves. They are given plenty of water, 
and this year the peaches, plums, nectar- 
ines, apples, pears, apricots and figs are 
well filled with fruii 

In early days the Vandam and Dequesne 
ranches, located negr each other, formed a 
sort of oasis in the desert. The place has 
always been famed for. its grain crops and 
its hospitality and now its fruit bids fair to 
win a reputation. Thirty acres of the ranch 
show a fine stand of cotton. A part of the 
place is leased to an oll company. Besides 
these widely diversified interests, the ranch 
at one time specjalized in dairy cattle and 
one year a fine crop of rice was produced

So when a buyer for the cows came last 
January they sold. A dairyman leased the 
barn and dairy building with an acre of 
their land on Ventura street, and they were 
free to start in the poultry business.

A rancher bought 160 acres of good, level 
land in one of our large valleys. The soil 
was rather heavy in texture and seemed 
uniform over the whole ranch.

New Industry Possible

BAKERSFIELD.—L. O. Doyle, manager 
of the Bakersfield Grain Company, has 
completed experiments in the manufacture 
of olive oil out of Kern county olives. Dur- 
ing the past year Mr. Doyle has installed 
at the gra company’s plant, a modern 
olive and other equipment. With this 
apparatus more than 700 gallons of high- 
grade olive oil have been pressed from local 
olives, of last year’s crop. 

Mr. Doyle seems enthusiastic over the 
outcome of his experiments. He contem- 
plates the installation of more modern ma- 
chinery so that he and his associates may 
carry on the work next year on a commer- 
cial Beale. This is the only experimental 
work being conducted in this county in con- 
nection with the production of olive oil. 

Whit C. Barber, horticultural commission- 
er says there are 941 acres of olives in 
Kern county that the,acreage is growing. 
Climatically this county is said to be 
well adapted to the production of this fruit. 


Early Peaches Keeping 
Canneries Busy 


POMONA—The Sunset and Cutler-Lo- 
bingier packing plants and canneries here 
are running to capacity on peaches, the re- 
cent hot weather having caused the crop to 
ripen too rapidly. The Lovell peach 
chards are producing heavily and the 

is of fine quality, while trees of the Phil- 
lips variety have about a fifty per cent crop. 

The tomato crops in Pomona and Chino 
valleys are in good condition, being com- 
paratively free from blight, reliable authori- 
ties estimating that the yield in the district 
will average about fifteen tens to the acre 
this season, with prices at $15 per ton, as 
was the case last year. Early tomatoes be- 
gan to ripen early in the month and it was an- 
ticipated that this would necessitate the op- 
ening up of the canneries for the tomato run 
while the peach canning was at its peak. 
The Chino district alone has more than 
three bundred acres of tomatoes, most of 
Which will be handled by the Libby, McNeil 
and Libby cannery. The Sunset, Cutler- 
Lobingier and Libby, McNeil & Libby can- 
neries have contracted for tomatoes in the 
San Fernando-Lankershim district and Or- 
ange County as well as here.

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“Acute poliomyelitis is now regarded as 4 
communicable, infectious disease which pre- 
vails both epidemically and sporadically. 
Although possibly its most characteristic 
lesions are im the anterior horns of the 
cords, any part of the central nervous sys 
tem may be affected.

Formerly, poliomyelitis was seen 
chiefly as a sporadic disease; but since the 
year 1906, epidemics have occured with in- 
creasing frequency itn various parts of the 
world, and especially in the United States
